the call feature or service by the context object,

passii^ notification of at least selected events to the context object. 

8. (Original) The method of claim 7^ wherein the textual description defines a set of rules and 

actions for providing the telecommunication service. 

9. (Original) The method of claim 8, wherein the textual description defines a call policy associated 

with a subscriber, 

10. (Original) The method of claim 10, wherein the event includes a call control event indicative 

of a signal received fi:om an external device.
